WASHINGTON FARMERS 
SHIP IN CO-OPERATION 



(Py Associated Press) 

SpringtUUl, Ky.. July 22 — By 
means of co-operative s&ppipff, 
Washington county farmers this 
season have realized an addition- 
al profit of 65 on each of three 
carloads of lambs that they have 
marketted while docking and 
otherwise altering the animals 
before marketing them resulted 
in profits equally as satisfactory, 
acording to County Agent Rob- 
ert M. Heath. These are part 
of the good results that have 
been obtained in a co-operative 
movement which the farmers 
carried on with the College of 
Agriculture extension division at 
Lexington in an attempt to make 
sheep raiding a more profitable 
industry in Washington county, 
he says. 

Early in the season 24 demon- 
strations were held by -Mr. 
Heath and specialists from the 
college divjsiion to show farmers 
how to dock their iambs and 
otherwise ;Jter them so that they 
would be in the best market con- 
dition when it came time to sell 
them. As a result of this work 
a total of 1,248 W ashington 
county lambs received the rec- 
ommended attention. 

The next step in the move- 
ment was co-operative shipping 
of the animals, a total of three 
carloads being marketed by this 
means. Lambs in the first car- 
load brought 75 cents more a 
hundred than other lambs on the 
Louisville market on the same 
day while those in the second 
and third cars brought 50 and 75 
cents more respectively, Mr 
Heath said. 

• Co-operative shipping as car- 
ried out by the farmers this year 
proved to have another advan- 
tage, this being a reduction in 
the margin necessary to take the 
lambs from the farm to the mar- 
ket. By means of co-operation, 
the lambs were shipped from the 
county to Louisville for $1.17 a 
hundred pounds, whereas local 
buyers claimed that they must 
have a margin of $1.75 a hundred 
pounds in order to realize a prof- 
it on the deal. 

In the three carloads of Wash- 
ington county lambs there were 
,$nly three animals that were 
graded as seconds whereas the 
average single car usually con- 
tains as many as 15, Mr. Heath 
says. 
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SWIFT'S PRODUCE REVIEW 

Movement of live poultry has 
increased and is now above nor- 
mal for the time of year, indicat- 
ing an extremely large amount 
of poultry available on the farm. 

The demand for dressed poul- 
try seems to be lighter than 
usual and values are working 
nearer to a pre-war basis. Pros- 
pects for the balance of the year 
are that conservative values will 
rule. 

Extremely heavy stocks of 
storage eggs, as shown by the 
government report,, with produc- 
tion still above normal, has had 
a depressing ecect on the mar- 
ket, and values in the consuming 
markets are now about tlie low- 
est they have been at any time 
this season. Indications are that 
values will have to be kept on a 
conservative basis to move the 
current production and surplus 
storage stocks. 

Production of butter for the 
past week has shown an increase 
Over a few weeks ago, due to 
better pasturage conditions. 

The export demand for the 
time being is filled and as a con- 
sequence, prices have worked to 
a lower level. Indications are 
that there will be a good pro- 
duction of butter the balance of 
the summer and values should 
be reasonable.

Mountaineers, Not All Trouble 
Makers But Friends and 
Hospitable 



(By Associated Fre**) 

Catlettsburg, Ky.. July 22—, 
Typical mountain moonshiners of j : 
Kentucky are not always of the,' 
gun toting and trouble making 
kind it is proven to news corres- 
pondents by visits into the moiin. 
tain region in this- area of the 
state. The mountaineer type of 
moonshiner, however, is contin- 
ually on the alert (or deputy 
sheriffs, prohibition officers and 
revenue agents. 

After a trip of 30 or 40 miles 
into the mountains the correr- 
pondent was escorted to a moon- 
shiner's log shack, made from the 
rough timber of the hillside and 
carefully arranged on a founda- 
tion of stone. 

"Bill" greeted his visitors with 
a keen eye, a bit of suspicion, 
but with a friendly note in his 
shout of ''Welcome, stranger." 
Proper inquiries whether am- 
squirrels inhabited an adjacent 
j mountain side where a newly 
j beaten path had been noticed 
' brought the answer that squirrels 
were scarce and none were found 
in the woods. Further inquiries 
[regarding- the path finally forced 
j "Rill" to admit that he visited the 
j hillside every day but never 
I learned if any >tills were there. 
Within a short time, and when a 
friendly spirit developed (the vis- 
itors having impressed the moon_i 
j shiner they could be trusted) 
j some "mountain dew" or in the 
I language of the cities ''white 
coral*" was produced from a small 
j cupboard within the single room 
j of the cabin, over which hung a 
religious picture and other arti- 
cles of a religious nature. On the 
J opposite side of the room over 
1 the bed of the moonshiner was a 
1 rifle of heavy calibre, an auto- 
matic pistol and a small calibre 
revolver. The contrast was uni- 
que.

< Bill makes his farm a payable pro 
| positon for his wife and children, 
j who were attending church at the 
time of the correspondent's visit, 
and by occasionally cutting some 
timber. His interest in world af„ 
fairs is not limited, and weekly 
trips to the nearest postoffice fur- 
! nishes him with newspapers from 
I the "outside." These are read 
i" by one member of the family, by 
I lamp and candle light to the oth- 
j.ers, and often last throughout the 
! week, 

I The moonshiner's home from 
" the outside has an nrtinviHitji£'ap- 
pearance. but once within the 
home, while, some inconveniences 
are found, the * impression of 
cleanliness is produced. The low 
ceiling forces a man of ordinary 
, height to stoop. The board floor 
may creak, but it is solid and 
high and dry. In winter cold 
cold winds are sluit out by the 
mud plastered between the cracks 
of logs, and by the board and pa- 
per lining of the inner walls. Heat 
is furnished by an oil burner and 
I cooking is done on a coal range. 
Oxen teams haul coal to the home 
during the fall months. A yoke 
of oxen pulling a load of timber 
along the narrow mountain road 
explains the manner which enable 
■ the mountaineer to obtain all the 
j sizeable logs used in constructing 
his home . 

Resources and resourcefullness 
gained only from the "close to 
nature" life of the mountaineers 
enable them to succeed where the 
ordinary citizen would barely get 
along, but the resourcefulness is 
coupled with the fear of the law 
and the belief in a hereafter.

Lexington, Ky. July 22 — Stom- 
ach worms this summer are caus- 
ing heavy losses in many Ken- 
tucky sheep flocks, according to 
inquiries as to the best methods 
of treatment which are begin re- 
ceived at the College of Agricul- 
ture, from farmers in different 
sections of the state. One farm- 
er has reported the loss of a doz- 
en lambs while another who 
wished to know what to do for 
the trouble stated that he not 
only had lost lambs but also 
ewes. 

Although rotation of pastures 
is a preventive measure, drench- 
ing with copper sulphate, com- 
monly known as bluestone, must 
be resorted to after the animals 
become infested with the worms 
according to L. J. Horlacher, ml 
charge of sheep work at the col- j 
lege. One-fourth' of a pound of 
the pulverized material is dissolv- 
ed in a pint of boiling water and 
enough water added to make 
three gallons. This is sufficient 
to drench 100 animals, each ma- 
ture sheep being given three and 
one.half ounces or seven tea- 
spoonfuls. Lambs receive half 
this amount. It is necessary to 
keep the sheep off feed for 12 
hours before drenching and care- 
also should be taken not to 
strangle them while the drench is 
being given. 

Rotation of pastures has prov- 
ed its value as a preventive -meas- 
ure in trials conducted on the 
Kentucky Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station farm. Whenever 
possible lambs and ewes are 



changed to fresh pastures every 
two weeks from the first of June 
until lambs are marketed. It has 
been found that if the pastures 
are kept in good condition, the 
infestation will not be as serious 
as it is if the grass is kept crop- 
ped short. 



Rape, oats, clover and vetch all 
make excellent crops for alter- 
nating with permanent blucgrass 
pastures. Lambs which are kept 
free from worms by preventive 
measures will be ready for mar- 
ket much earlier than those 
which are troubled with them.
